The Last Word on the Atomic Bomb 


Robert M. Hutchins of Chicago has 
been widely quoted of late for his 
views on the atomic bomb danger. 
Speaking recently before the American 
Council of Education, he said: “Civi- 
lization can be saved only by a moral, 
intellectual, and spiritual revolution to 
match the scientific, technological, 
and economic revolution in which we 
are now living. If American education 
can contribute to such a moral, intel- 
lectual, and spiritual revolution, then 
it offers a real hope of salvation to 
suffering humanity everywhere. If it 
cannot or will not contribute, then it is 
irrelevant and its fate is immaterial.” 

That Dr. Hutchins is none too hope- 
ful may be gathered from a statement 
by him, quoted from Life (April 15, 
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1946), “In fifty years we shall probably 
be able to start a chain reaction that 
will blow up the globe.” To this the 
Editor of Life adds, “Like many other 
intelligent people, he believes mankind 
has but a slim chance of surviving the 
discovery of atomic fission and that 
chance depends utterly on the speed 
with which we achieve a world com- 
munity and world government.” 
Gandhi, in his weekly magazine, 
Harijan, suggested after the trial 
bombing at Bikini that “it has been 
suggested by American friends that 
the atom bomb will bring in ‘ahimsa’ 
(nonviolence) as nothing else can. It 
will if it is meant that its destructive 
power will so disgust the world that it 
will turn away from violence for the 


time being.” Of this he is not hopeful, 
but fears it will return to violence with 
renewed zeal. He added that the bomb 
had “destroyed the soul of Japan, and 
what has happened to the soul of the 
destroying nation is too early to be 
seen.” 

While the United States Navy prep- 
arations were going on for the drop- 
ping of the fifth bomb, our friends re- 
minded us of such texts as, “And the 
third part of the creatures which were 
in the sea, and had life, died; and the 
third part of the ships were destroyed” 
(Rev. 8:9). 

Imagination can run riot here. The 
nervousness manifested among de- 
votees of science is a phenomenon of 
the day. Fantastic pictures ar2 painted 
and lurid prophecies are foretold. 
Ruthless exploiters of human fears 
point out the indescribably horrid des- 
tiny that awaits us. No wonder that 
men like H. G. Wells, lifelong student 
of science, and without profession of 
faith, wrote that man has come to the 
end of his tether and will not survive. 

Evangelists, quoting 2 Peter 3:10 to 
almost hysterical audiences, find this 
appeal more timely than the doctrine 
of hell. Doomsday is staring us in the 
face. 

Just at this point we might do well 
by reminding ourselves of how the 
fathers of the faith dwelt on great and 
ponderous themes, largely forgotten by 
the present, frantic generation. They 
often spoke of “Common Grace” (as 
distinct from “Redemptive Grace”), re- 
ferring to the sovereign rulership of 
God. This truth is reflected in the 
words of the Shorter Catechism, where 
we read, “The decrees of God are His 
eternal purpose, according to the 
counsel of His will, whereby, for His 
own glory, He hath fore-ordained 
whatsoever comes to pass.” 

Napoleon said, “Man proposes, but I 
dispose.” He did nothing of the kind. 
He said, “God is on the side of the 
heaviest artillery.” But he did not 
realize that the heaviest artillery was 
in the hands of God—the snowstorms 
of Russia, which well nigh brought the 
Grande Armee to annihilation. 


Hitler, seeking world supremacy, 
thought he had the intelligence of the 
world at his fingertips—the secret of 
the atomic bomb was in his hands— 
almost. We gained it—he lost it. Eng- 
land was practically forced to her 
knees, without adequate means of de- 
fense. Hitler had his opportunity for 
world dominion but he missed it, and

I know it is God’s will for us to have 
it today. What do you say that we 
wait on Him until we can see great 
miracles today? 

Matt. 18:18, 19, “Verily I say unto 
you, Whatsoever ye shall bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: and 
whatsoever ye shall loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven. Again I 
say unto you, That if two of you 
shall agree on earth as touching any- 
thing, that they shall ask, it shall 
be done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven.” Please take notice to 
all these positive “shalls” in this 
verse. Matt. 7:7, 8, “Ask, and it shall 
be given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you: For every one that asketh re- 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened.”

Christianity Among Religions 


called 
Acts 


“And the _ disciples were 
Christians FIRST in Antioch,” 
11:26c. 


To begin with, I should like to de- 
fine this word “religion.” Religion is 
any system of FAITH or WORSHIP, 
a conscientious devotion to some 
principle. The theme of this sermon 
shall be the CHRISTIAN RELIGION. 
Everything has had its beginning and 
ending, but this old-time CHRISTIAN 
RELIGION will not come to an end. I 
should like to discuss in this sermon 
the following thoughts in connection 
with the theme: 1. THE MANY RE- 
LIGIONS AND THE ONLY ONE SAL- 
VATION. 2. CHRISTIANITY AMONG 
RELIGIONS. 3. APOSTOLIC CHRIS- 
TIANITY. 4. CHRISTIANITY THE 
ONLY SUFFICIENT RELIGION FOR 
THE WHOLE WORLD, THE ONLY 
PANACEA (SOLUTION). 


In view of the practices and observ- 
ances of the religionists throughout 
this world today, their loyalty and 
their conscientiousness and devotion 
to their religious claims, I am con- 
vinced that we ought to examine our- 
Selves and see if we actually have 
SALVATION, or if we just belong to 
the common lot of religionists. A 
study of these religionists (idol wor- 
shipers) tends to make us remorseful 
that we haven’t consecrated all to 
Christ and followed Him a little clos- 
er. From this point we shall discuss 
some of the religions in the world. 
Mohammedanism: Mohammed (567- 
632) A. D. was born.in Mecca, At an 
early age he became a camel driver. 
Poverty and oppression drove him to 
hatred and disgust with state and re- 
ligion. Later he began a new form of 
religion which caused him to be driv- 
en to Medina, a neighboring city. In 
622 A. D., he started a savage crusade 
which continued long after his death. 
In the last quarter of a century, this 
religion has gained new followers by 
the millions, and to such proportions 
that it ranks third among the reli- 
gions of the world. Today there are 
more than 225 millions throughout 
the world who pray FIVE TIMES a 
day and recite, “There is no GOD but 
Allah (so-called God by Mohammed- 
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ans) and Mohammed is his prophet.” 
This, however, was a religion of vio- 
lence and force, which could never 
save the world. 


Buddhism: This religion arose and 
spread rapidly over central and east- 
ern Asia and now claims 150 million 
adherents, Buddah is their God. Gau- 
tama Siddhartha was the founder of 
this faith and system of worship. He 
died about 480 B. C. 


Hinduism: This religion is chief 
among the religions of India. There 
are around 250 millions of these pecul- 
iar people in India. They worship 
millions of gods, gods of stone, gods of 
wood and precious stones, the river 
Ganges, and especially the COW, 
which to them is most sacred. One 
writer says that the princes and 
priests of their various castes take the 
dung, the milk, the butter and the 
urine from the sacred cow and pre- 
pare for a bath that makes them as 
holy as they can ever be in this world. 
Can you not see how this replaces the 
BLOOD OF JESUS CHRIST? To them 
the blood of Jesus means nothing. 
Stanley E. Jones told me (in an inter- 
view in Puerto Rico) that he preach- 
es Christ as Saviour, Lover, and 
Friend for their comparison (though 
he dare not compare the religions), 
and when the Holy Spirit finally 
makes His way into their hearts they 
readily become converts to Chris- 
tianity. It is true that they worship 
many unreasonable gods, but they’re 
true to their system of faith and 
manner of worship. They sacrifice 
their children in some cases, just to 
appease the wrath ofa god. They 
shun the shadows of things unholy to 
them, and they abhor the lower caste 
(the untouchables) and would not 
even eat the food which our hands 
have handled. 

Much could be spoken of the miny 
religions but let us hurry through che 
remaining ones to the greatest of 
them all. There are the Confucianists, 
the Tao religion, the Shinto religion, 
and Judaism, the first among the 
monotheistic religions (those teach- 
ing the doctrine of one God). 

The Christian Religion: The Chris- 


tian church has three main divisions; 
namely the Roman Catholic Church 
and others, the Eastern Orthodox, 
and the Protestant church, There are 
possibly no authoritative statistics on 
the Christians, however latest unof- 
ficial estimates place the number of 
adherents at more than 300 million, 
144 million, and 200 million respec-

tively. In 2,000 years of missionary 
work, migration and conquest, its ad- 
herents have carried their FAITH to 
every continent, America, Europe and 
Australia are overwhelmingly Chris- 
tian. Asia and Africa are steadily in- 
creasing in number and influence as 
missionaries of Christian churches 
land almost weekly to promulgate the 
CHRISTIAN FAITH. Think of it, 
“nearly SEVEN HUNDRED MILLIONS 
PROFESSING CHRIST!” What would 
happen if this many people had the 
same spirit that Andrew possessed, 
and everyone would bring his brother 
to Jesus? What if these professors all 
had the ZEAL that old Peter had

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The New Reformation 


O. E. SANDEN, F.T.A. Sc. * 


On October 31, 1517, twelve o’clock, 
noon, Martin Luther nailed his ninety- 
five theses to the door of the church 
at Wittenberg. The next day, All 
Saints’ Day, crowds gathered to read 
what he had written on the sheet of 
paper tacked to the door. Those who 
could read Latin translated these 
propositions in which were formulated 
the ideas that were to inaugurate the 
Reformation. Behind these ideas were 
gathering the forces of a mighty 
movement, which were to change the 
history of the world. When a man 
arises, with an adequate faith, and 
gives expression to a “truth whose 
time has come,” he can change the 
thinking of his generation. 

How shall it ever become possible to 
calculate the influence of those ham- 
mer blows? Who shall ever gather up 
the impressions made upon the minds 
of men when the truths of the ninety- 
five theses dawned upon the intelli- 
gence of the world? What historian 
shall yet sum up the far-reaching ef- 
fect this had upon the liberation of 
mankind from the trammels of a sys- 
tem which had enslaved humanity? 
It was the truth that Luther an- 
nounced that was to affect humanity 
until the end of time. 

But, there was much that even 
Luther did not grasp. It would be too 
much to ask the Reformer that he 
should deal with more than he did. 
Luther had his hands full with the 
theological, ecclesiastical, religious, 
political, educational, moral, and spir- 
itual problems of the day. Science was 
only beginning to bestir itself; and in 
a crumbling order, it would have been 
too much to deal with a crumbling, 
medieval universe. He looked askance 
upon the scientific developments of 
his day. 

We need not be too surprised at this. 
It was not until a century later that 
Galileo proved Copernicus to be right, 
with the use of the telescope. 

However, be all that as it may, the 
time has come for another reforma- 
tion in thought and religion. Science 
belongs to God. Why should not minis- 
ters who preach the full gospel and 
hold to the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God also [*The Correlator, Sanden’s 
‘Science Service, Winona Lake, Ind.] 
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capture science for the building up of 
the faith? WHY SHOULD UNBELIEV- 
ERS BE CUSTODIANS OF SCIENCE? 
Science, unwittingly, has come out, fi- 
nally, on the side of the Christian posi- 
tion, and can therefore become an ally 
of the present-day ministry. The fol- 
lowing propositions—though not nine- 
ty-five—could well be hammered up on 
every science lecture hall and chapel 
door in the land. 

Here we submit thirty-two proposi- 
tions, setting forth the thesis that 
MODERN SCIENCE CONFIRMS AND 
SUPPORTS THE SCRIPTURES AND 
HAS THEREFORE BECOME AN ALLY 
OF THE PRESENT-DAY MINISTRY: 

1. Science is with us in pointing out 
THAT THIS IS AN ORDERLY UNI- 
VERSE. This is the supreme discovery 
of science, and the teaching of Scrip- 
ture. Job 38:33; Isaiah 40:12, 26; Jer. 
33:20; 1 Cor. 14:33. 

2. Science is with us in disclosing 
that there are UNIVERSAL LAWS OF 
NATURE DEPENDABLE, and REAL. 
Neither caprice, whim, chance, nor ac- 
cidents rule in nature. Matt. 7:16-20; 
Gal. 6:7; Gen. 8:22. 

3. Science is with us in demon- 
strating that ALL VISIBLE THINGS 
ARE COMPOSED OF THE INVISIBLE. 
We characterize this as the atomic age, 
though no one has seen an atom. Heb. 
11:3. 

4. Science, in its modern form, is 
with us in that IT RECOGNIZES 
THAT ALL CREATED MATTER IS OF 
THE SAME AGE. Gen. 1:1. E. A. Milne 
in his Cosmology, says, “The age of 
the entire universe—our own planet, 
the solar system, the stars of our ga- 
laxy, all the other galaxies—is the 
same. This conclusion has been 
reached during the last ten years. 

5. Science is with usin asserting 
that THE EARTH WAS WITHOUT 
FORM AND VOID. Gen. 1:2. Students 
of the Archaeozoic Age point out its 
early lack of dominant life, and its 
being enshrouded in darkness. 

6. Science is with us today in bringing 
to our attention the NONMATERIAL 
BACKGROUND OF SUBSTANCE. Gen. 
1:3. See Jean’s This Mysterious Uni- 
verse, Planck’s Quanta, Einstein’s def- 
inition of mass, energy, Nuclear Phy- 
sics. 


7. Science in setting 


is ‘ with us 


forth THE FIVE GREAT PRINCIPLES 
OF CREATION: TIME, SPACE, MAT- 
TER, FORCE, MOTION. Gen. 1:1, 2. 
“In the beginning (time), God created 
the heaven (space) and the earth 
(matter) ... and the Spirit of God 
(energy) moved upon the face of the 
waters (motion). 

8. Science is with us today in mak- 
ing the light unit the common denomi- 
nator OF ALL SUBSTANCE. Gen. 1:3. 
Before other phenomena came into 
being, God called forth the light (cos- 
mic, electronic, the foundation of all 
matter). 

9. Science is with us in asserting 
THE UNDULATORY MOVEMENT AS 
BASIC iN ALL PHYSICS. Gen 1: 
2. “Mover’—“weruah-merahefeth,” 
Hebr. lit., the stroke of a bird’s wing 
in flight, or wave motion. See John 1: 
22. 

10. Science is with us at last in 
demonstrating THE PRINCIPLE OF 
DIVIDING, or “SPLITTING ’ THE EL- 
EMENTS. Gen. 1:4. Hebr. Ben Uven, 
lit., “betwixt and between’—implying 
spatial distinction, or physical division. 
Nuclear fission is called “the secret of 
the universe—the power on which the 
sun feeds,” to use President Truman’s 
words. 

11. Science is with us in ASSERT- 
ING THIS TOBE AN EXPANDING 
UNIVERSE. Isaiah 40:22. 

12. Science is with us in DIVIDING 
THE CREATION PERIODS INTO SIX. 
Genesis 1. 

13. Science is with us in pointing 
out THE PROPER DIVISIONS OF LA- 
BOR IN THE REALMS OF NATURE. 
Genesis 1; Psalm 8; Psalm 104. 

14. Science is with us in classifying 
ALL BOTANICAL LIFE INTO FOUR 
GROUFS: (Gen. 1:9-11) water habitat, 
dry land habitat, seed-yielding, flower- 
ing and fruit-bearing. 

15. Science is with us in giving AN 
OUTLINE OF ZOOLOGICAL LIFE IN 
THE SAME ORDER AS SET FORTH 
IN THE SCRIPTURES: aquatic, aerial, 
mammalia (field), and whales (oce- 
anic) types. Genesis 1:20-25. 

16. Science is with us in PLACING 
MAN AS THE CLIMAX OF THE 
EARTH’S INHABITANTS. ‘“Anthro- 
pos,” Greek, “The-one-who-looks-up.” 
Psychozoic—The Soul Bearer. Gen. 
1:26. 
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17. Science is with us in attesting 
THAT MAN’S BODY IS COMPOSED 
OF THE DUST OF THE EARTH. It is 
nourished by the elements from the 
earth, and at death decomposes, 
“earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust.” In the protoplasm which forms 
our flesh, we find oxygen, hydrogen 
carbon, nitrogen, phosphorous, chlo- 
rine, sulphur, potassium, sodium, cal- 
cium, iron, magnesium, silicon, iodine, 
fluorine, manganese, etc., the princi- 
pal elements of the earth’s crust. 

18. Science is with us IN THAT IT 
CONFIRMS THE ORIGINAL COM- 
MISSION, “HAVE DOMINION.” Gen. 
1:26. Science is the result of man’s 
control over Nature. 

19. Science is with us in establish- 
ing THE LAWS OF HEREDITY, the 
chromosome theory of genetics. “After 
their kind,” Gen. 1:11, 21, 24, etc. This 
sets aside the Darwinian speculations. 

20. Science is with us today in de- 
claring THE ONENESS OF THE HU- 
MAN RACE. Acts 17:26. The blood 
plasma bank speeded up this. 

21. Science is with us in proving 
the seemingly ENDLESS CAPACITIES 
OF THE HUMAN RACE. Psalm 8:6-8; 
Rev. 21:4. The brute creation has no 
capacity for the spiritual. 

22. Science is with us in assigning 
THE EUPHRATIAN VALLEY; THE 
MFSOPOTAMIAN REGION AS “THE 
CRADLE OF HUMANITY.” Gen. 2:8. 

23. Science is with us in revealing 
the DEPTHS OF DEPRAVITY TO 
‘WHICH THE HUMAN RACE CAN 
FALL. Gen. 3:17-19; Prov. 4:23; Jer. 
17:9; Romans 1. Witness the atrocities 
in the greatest and most scientific war 
of history! 

24. Science is with us in assigning 
to man RESPONSIBILITY IN MORAL 
AND SPIRITUAL LEADERSHIP. The 
atomic scientists are saying with the 
greatest of all teachers, “EXCEPT YE 
REPENT, YE SHALL ALL LIKEWISE 
PERISH.” 

25. Science is with us today IN AD- 
MITTING, AS WELL AS DEMON- 
STRATING, THAT THERE ARE 
REALMS BEYOND THE REACH OF 
OUR PHYSICAL SENSES. 1 Cor. 2:9. 
There are colors we do not see, sounds 
we do not hear. 

26. Science is with us in that it 
furnishes AMPLE MATERIAL FOR

40:22, the earth’s orbit—the ex- 
panding universe; Job 38:14, 18, 31, 
35, the Newtonian laws; Deut. 4:19; 
Joshua 10:12, helio-centric, since sun 
and moon stood still, implying gravita- 
tion as Newton propounded it; Ezekiel 
1, helio-centric; Luke 17:31-36, spheri- 
cal earth; 1 Cor. 15:41; James 1:17, 
parallaxes; Rev. 21:23 (entropy). 

28. Science is with usin setting forth 
THE SOUNDNESS OF THE CON-

THE BIBLE. Archaeology, geography, 
topography, etc. 

31. Science is with us IN FURNISH- 
ING EXCELLENT MATERIAL TO ES- 
TABLISH THE BIBLICAL VIEWS OF 
HEALTH, TEMPERANCE, AND NON- 
USE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 
Dan. 1; 1 Cor. 6:19, 20. Yale School of 
Alcohol Studies. 


32. Science sets forth proof OF THE 
EFFECTIVENESS OF JESUS’ TEACH- 
ING METHODS. Matt. 7:29; Matt. 6: 
28; John 6:14; 10:38; 14:11. Project 
methods and visible demonstrations.

The pictures on these pages show the growth of the 
Church of God publishing interest, since 1915. This first 
building was 20x30 feet and cost approximately three hun- 
dred dollars. In 1917, the two-story addition was built 
and in that same year we began printing our own Sun- 
day School literature. In 1918, you will notice there was 
another story put on the first part of the plant. Look 
again now, for in 1919 a three-story 37x50 feet building 
was annexed at a cost of $4,463.90. The Publishing House 
fixtures by 1922 were valued at $37,794, and the gross 
business for that year, $32,220. : 

It was not until 1934-1935, while Brother E. C. Clark 
was Editor, that the Church built our present building. 
The initial cost of this building was $26,590.39, later be- 
ing enlarged at a cost of $5,500, and space has been at a 
great premium for a long time. Offices are crowded 
around into almost inconceivable places. From time to 
time more and better equipment has been added. The 
present value of our machinery is $85,000, with $15,000 to 
be added within the next two or three months. Market- 
able value of other stock and merchandise is approxi- 
mately $75,000. 

There are several of the people who have been working 
at.the Publishing House for a long while. Sister Della 
Hyberber claims to have been there the longest. She is 
followed by her son, J. D., Sister Lillie Million, Sister Lydia 
Munn, and Sister Irene Wales. Sister Eva Lee told me 
today that she helped them address the Evangel by pén- 
cil back in 1913. 

You, no doubt, do not realize the amount of work that 
is done by your Publishing House. We publish fifteen 
monthly and one weekly paper besides our Sunday School 
literature, the Evangel and Lighted Pathway. Our volume 
of business runs to approximately $400,000 annually. These 
are important days. Let us pray that God will help us 
for there is still such an enormous amount of work to do. 

(Thanks to Brother E. L. Simmons for the old Evangel 
picture and information.) 

If we could have the testimonies of you who have ap- 
preciated the Evangel over these many years, there would 
not be space in a year to mention parts of the comments. 
I know that you will continue to pray that God will help 
us to make the Evangel better.

HARVARD SCIENTISTS ENLIST FAITH TO 
CONTROL A-BOMB 

BOSTON—(RNS)—Scientists of Harvard University and 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, organized as the 
Association of Cambridge Scientists, are meeting with 
Protestant, Roman Catholic, and Jewish leaders, in an 
attempt to solve problems of the atomic bomb. 

Dr. Wendell P. Furry, professor of Physics at Harvard, 
said: “We must make it unmistakably. clear that we can- 
not have another war if mankind is to survive..No coun- 
try could win. 

“Many people believe there is a secret to the atomic 
bomb that can be kept. That is a misconception. Research 
in nuclear physics and atomic energy is conducted by all 
nations. Any military advantage we have can be only 
temporary. 

“As soon as one nation obtains a military advantage, 
scientists of other nations invariably find ways of off- 
setting that advantage. 
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“There is no defense against the atomic bomb—only 
desperate ways of keeping on under its assault. 

“Some people think atomic warfare is a luxurious 
method only the United States can afford. That is a 
mistake, too. The bomb is a bargain-counter weapon.”

they shall mount up with wings as 
eagles; they shall run, and not be 
weary: and they shall walk, and not 
faint.” Will you please notice the 
positive “shalls” in this verse. I posi- 
tively know God mea..3; just what 
He says. O God, help us to get the 
Word of God hid in our hearts, that 
we might keep all His Word every 
day, so that we can have His best 
and see the sick healed and the blind 
see.

We 
never lived in a day like the day 
in which we are living. Sin and un- 
righteousness are on every hand. The 
devil seems to rule this world. Men 
and women are-ruled by him.

“Consider your ways.” Brother, God’s 
Word has warned you. If you haven’t 
got the fire aflame in your soul, you 
had better be alarmed. If you find

That is why He de- 
signed prayer in such a way that 
the most impotent can make use of 
it: for to pray is to open the door 
unto Jesus, and that requires no 
strength. It is only a question of our 
wills. Will we give Jesus access to 
our needs? That is the one great and 
fundamental question in connection 
with prayer. Little prayer, little 
power; more prayer, more power; 
much prayer, much power. The 
apostles regarded prayer as the most 
important business of their lives. Oh, 
how I wish that God’s ministers to- 
day would regard prayer as the early 
church did. We would see the mighty 
working power of God in our midst 
today as we have never seen it be- 
fore. 

Let us get very positive in asking 
God for our needs. So many of us 
pray in a halfhearted way and try 
to bring too many things before Him 
at once. Let us take one need at a time. 


I am reminded of Gideon who 
prayed, “If thou wilt save Israel by 
mine hand, as thou hast said, behold, 
I will put a fleece of wool in the 
floor; and if the dew be on the 
fleece only, and it be dry upon all 
the earth beside, then shall I know 
that thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said,’ Judges 
6:36, 37. The next morning Gideon 
got up and sure enough the fleece 
was so full of water that he wrung 
the dew out of the fleece, a bowl 
full of water. That was a very defi- 
nite prayer and a very definite an- 
swer. But Gideon was encouraged to 
change his specification and pray 
again, “Let me prove, I pray thee, but 
this once with the fleece; let it now 
be dry only upon the fleece, and upon 
all the ground let there be dew,” 
Judges 6:39. And surely enough the 
next morning it was dry upon the 
fleece and there was dew on all the 


ground. Gideon knew exactly what 
he wanted as an evidence from God 
and God seemed delighted to give 
it to him. 

Genesis 24:12-14. When Abraham 
sent his servant back to the land 
of Ur to get a bride for Isaac, here 
is his prayer: “O Lord God of my 
master Abraham, I pray thee, send 
me good speed this day, and shew 
kindness unto my master Abraham. 
Behold, I stand here by the well of 
water; and the daughters of the men 
of the city come out to draw water: 
and let it come to pass, that the 
damsel to whom I shall say, Let 
down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that 
I may drink; and she shall say, 
Drink, and I will give thy camels 
drink also: Let the same be she 
that thou hast appointed for thy 
servant Isaac; and thereby shall I 
know that thou hast shewed kindness 
unto my master.” He prayed a defi- 
nite prayer. He asked that God send 
to him the very girl He wanted to 
be bride for Isaac, and while he 
was praying, Rebekah came out and 
gave him water and offered to water 
all his camels. Wouldn’t it be won- 
derful if all men and women would 
pray definitely for mates today! We 
would do away with the divorce 
courts. 

Elijah prayed for drought and got 
it; he prayed for rain and got rain; 
he prayed for fire from heaven and 
got fire from heaven. How blessedly 
definite were the prayers of the Bible 
characters who got things from God. 
Elijah was a man just like you and 
me. He went around for years with 
the keys of heaven, the key of prayer, 
knowing how to get hold of God. 
Brother, we can have it today, if we 
will believe God’s Word and sur- 
render our will to God’s will. We 
must meet God’s condition. “Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock: if 
any man hear my voice, and open 
the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me.” 
Rev. 3:20. Let us open our hearts 
to Him, then we can be in one ac- 
cord with Him. 

Pray, pray, Brother, until you pray 
down the fire. 

May God bless this message to 
your hearts and cause you to spend 
more time in prayer, is my prayer.

when he preached but two sermons 
and led eight thousand souls 
to confess Christ as Lord and Savior? 
Oh, if we could just be as faithful as 
Cornelius! How long do you suppose 
the devil would keep the upper hand 
of things in this world? No other 
Faith has come to worshipers in any 
religion as that that we get through 
allegiance to Christ. Oh, for that ac- 
tive living faith! that faith that saves 
Sinners, that heals the lepers and 
cleanses loathsome diseases; that 
faith that brings sight to the blind 
and strengthens the lame. Brethren, 
this faith was locked up in prison, but 
it delivered its adherents without 
their being molested. It has gone to 
the tomb, only to RISE and REIGN 
the SUPREME RELIGION for all the 
ages to come. 

This old-time CHRISTIAN RELI- 
GION, the true religion, the undefiled 
religion, is a LIFE dedicated to gifts 
and service. Its founder could have 
taken a crown and the scepter. He 
could have seated H-mself at the 
right hand of God, above every man; 
but He desired to serve (minister) the 
needs of His pecple. John 13:4, 5, “He 
riseth from supper, and laid aside his 
garments; and took a towel, and gird- 
ed himself. After that he poureth wa- 
ter into a bason, and began to wash 
his disciples’ feet.” This great religion 
was new in His day but He founded it 
upon a sound basis and philosophy. 
He urged us to feed our hungry ene- 
mies and to give them drink when 
they thirst. The tenor of His words 
meant LOVE and GENTLENESS when 
He asked that we pray for those who 
despitefully use us, and to give to 
every man that asketh of thee, and to 
him that would borrow of thee turn 
thou not away. He commissioned His 
followers to proclaim this system of 
faith and doctrine to the whole 
world. Upon choosing the Twelve, He 
launched the greatest religious cam- 
paign ever to be recorded in the an- 
nals of history. The Bible declares 
that “they went everywhere and 
preached, the Lord working with 
them and confirming the word.” The 
real test of their religion came when 
they were confronted with men who 
had the authority to punish them and 
even kill them. They threatened them 
and commanded them that they 
teach no more in this NAME, but 
their stern reply proves their sincerity 
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and determined will: “We ought to 
obey God rather than men.” 

This faithfulness, brethren, has 
brought this religion down to our day, 
and today it is world-embracing. It 
was intended for us and the whole 
world. It is evangelistic and progres- 
sive. It was founded in the world, has 
its important place in the world, but 
it is not of the world. 1 John 5:1-5; 2: 
15-17. Christianity, brethren, is an 
all-sufficient religion for the whole 
world. It is a fulfillment of the NEW 
COMMANDMENT and a perfect an- 
swer to the thirteenth chapter of 
First Corinthians. It is FAITH, HOPE, 
and CHARITY at the high-water- 
level; and the success of our lives 
both here and in the world to come 
depends on our acceptance of these 
principles and response to the words 
of their Founder. 

This religion civilizes because it 
teaches Christ; it transforms because 
it involves a loving sacrifice and serv- 
ice; and it cleanses because it is a 
priestly function wrought in the 
hearts of men and is based upon the 
shed blood of the Testator. It results 
in a life of purity and godliness. The 
drunkard quits the bottle and is no 
longer athreat and menace to his 
family. The gambler ceases to waste 
his earnings and returns to his wife 
and children as a blessed man and a 
real security. The thief steals no more 
and returns, as far as possible, those 
valuables which do not belong to him. 
This religion opens the hearts and 
doors of the vilest of men and women 
to prayer and sincere worship. IT IS 
THE RESULT OF A NEW DIVINE 
CREATION. 

Such a blessing is worth imparting 
to others, and a message of this na- 
ture is worth carrying to all men. This 
CHRISTIAN RELIGION, brethren, is 
worth exporting. The world needs it 
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and men everywhere are crying for 
it. This very fact enjoins upon us a 
moral obligation. “Go! Go preach!” is 
the watchword of our faith. “Make 
other disciples” was the theme of the 
Savior’s message and He intended 
that it should reach the uttermost 
parts of the world. This Christian, holy, 
heaven-sent, blood-bought religion 
harbors no prejudice and it makes no 
difference in men’s race or color. 
There are Greeks, Jews, Barbarians, 
red men, black men, yellow men, all 
in possession of souls. They make up 
a world parish and to this end were 
we all called to witness for Christ. 

A church that is not thus minded 
has no right to exist, and a preacher 
who has not this spirit is not worthy 
of the pulpit nor the HIGH HONOR 
of his calling. If we won’t take (or 
send by some means) this CHRIS- 
TIAN FAITH to China, to India, to Af- 
rica, and other needy fields, or preach 
it daily to our neighbors, we won’t 
carry it to a dying soul though he 
would beg at our gate. The poverty, 
ignorance, filthy habits, moral corrup- - 
tions, slavery, witchcraft, polygamy, 
unrelieved physical suffering, blight- 
ed minds in idolatry—those ALIEN- 
ATED SOULS, THOSE LOST SOULS 
with no God, no Savior and no hope 
call insistently for our correction. 
Duty demands that we arise and ac- 
complish this task. A lodge or a li- 
brary may serve a community but it 
takes God to serve the world and God 
works only through human _instru- 
mentality. We CHRISTIANS live for 
others. We serve God to serve the 
world. Jesus said in Matthew 20:27, 
“And whosoever would be _ chief 
among you, let him be your SERV- 
ANT.” The Christian’s chief charac- 
teristic is that he has a HAND and 
HEART for the last lost soul, where- 
ever he may be in this world.

went down in the ash-pile of human 
history even as Napoleon went into 
imprisonment on the rock in the un- 
admiring sea. “Thus far shalt thou go 
and no further” seems to be the ver- 
dict of Providence. Each (great) man 
has his blind spot or he would be as 
God. 

When Pilate, representing the Ro- 
man Empire, was about to commit an 
act far more significant than the 
dropping of a bomb—he was about to 
execute Jesus Christ—he said to Jesus, 
“Speakest thou not unto me? knowest 
thou not that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release thee?” 
Jesus answered, “Thou couldest have 
no power at all against me, except it 
were given thee from above” (John 19: 
10, 11). Those who prophesy that the 
atom bombs will be thrown around 
promiscuously we would remind that 
God’s eternal purposes for humanity 
have not been set aside by any finding 
which is the product of the human 
mind. 

Marconi’s death was a great blow to 
Mussolini, who had ordered the emi- 
nent scientist to make of Salerno 
Beach a proving ground for the deadly 
rays he had discovered, ere bringing 
the “scorched earth policy” to Abys- 
sinia. With Marconi’s death, his secret 
perished with him, and Mussolini’s 
dreams of empire faded. “And here 
shall thy proud waves be stayed.” 

Our death-dealing weapons lie 
buried in the Pacific, and Japan is at 
peace, though a famous admiral spoke 
of a four-years’ war,and the dreams 
of empire are crushed. It is over. The 
bomb stopped it. Who dares to dis- 
count the permissive decree of God in 
history here? But who dares to believe 
that this is not enough? Let us believe 
that the destructive use of the atomic 
bomb will be held in check by the con- 
duct that is activated by the spirit 
which Christ recommended to Peter 
when He said, “Put up thy sword,” or 
better still, is demonstrated in the 
story: 

“And when his disciples James and 
John saw this, they said, Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire to come 
down from heaven, and consume them, 
even as Elias did?” 

“But he ...rebuked them, and said, 
Ye know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of. For the Son of man is not 
come to destroy men’s lives, but to 
save them” (Luke 9:54-56).
